After June I of this 
year a new 
bounty law 
will go into effect 
in 
Pennsylvania. 
The House Bill 
gives 
the Board of Game 
Commissioners 
authority to issue checks 
direct to 
the claimants 
for bounty. 
Under 
its provision a bounty of $8 will be 
paid for wild cats, $1 for mink and 
$2 each for foxes and weasels. 
The skins of all animals 
for the 
killing of which a bounty is claimed 
must be sent to the State Game of­ 
fice by the 
claimant following 
the 
same procedure as at present before 
a justice 
of the peace. 
The 
skin 
must not be mutilated and the affida­ 
vit 
must clearly 
state when 
and 
where the 
animal in question 
was 
killed if the claimant hopes to profit 
by the killing. 


Special deputy game protectors are 
authorized by the act to take affidavits 
and are entitled to the same fee as 
the justice 
would claim. 
A 
paid 
game protector is not entitled to such 
fee. 
All individuals in the State au­ 
thorized to administer such oaths can 
take the affidavit. 
Any effort to secure the increased 
bounty 
on either 
a wild cat or 
a 
weasel as provided by the Act through 
the presentation 
of the skin of 
an 
animal killed before June I, is pun­ 
ishable by a fine 
and imprisonment 
and a false affidavit in this regard is 
perjury.
